DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants are informed that the rejections of the previous Office action not stated 
below have been withdrawn from consideration in view of the Applicant's arguments 
and/or amendments. 

Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Claims 16, 17, 19, 31, 34-40 and 42 are examined on the merits. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach the use of SEQ ID NO:s 1 or 2 in inhibiting the viral fusion with a cell or 
the induction of an immune response in a subject. Furthermore, Bossart et al. (Journal of 
Virology, published on October 28, 2002 [see attached office appendix]) is the closest art 
to the present invention that teaches the use of SEQ ID NO: 1 or SEQ ID NO: 2 in the 
inhibition of viral fusion with various target cells. However, this article was published 
after the conception (March 23, 2000) of the claimed invention in the United States.
